Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks filed 29 March 2010, with respect to claims 
1-1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of these claims 
have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For independent claim 1 , the prior art fails to disclose or suggest "reducing, upon 
detection of the grid condition, at least one of: an output voltage of the DC link circuit for 
increasing an output current of the DC/AC converter, and an output frequency of 
electronic switches of the DC/AC converter for increasing the output current of the 
DC/AC converter." 

For independent claim 8, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest "reducing an 
operation frequency of electronic switches of the DC/AC converter for increasing the 
output current of the DC/AC converter.
